Denounce Invitation to High- 
landers and Commend War 
Upon England.

New York, Sept. 25. — At a meeting of 
the United States secret societies the fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted : 
"Whereas, a committee of officers repre- 
senting the Irish volunteers waited npou 
Major General Rose, grand marshal of 
the Dewey parade, and asked and were 
refused a place in the parade; 

"And, whereas the Scottish Highland- 
ers Of Toronto, a body of men alien to 
our republic and hostile to our institu- 
tions, have been honored with the right 
of line, immediately following the Oylm- 
pia's crew and preceding the State Na- 
tional Guards; 

Therefore, Be it resolved that we take 
emphatic exception to this action as in- 
vidious, if not hostile, to the Irish volun- 
teers, and resent the unjust discrimina- 
tion as depriving the regiment of the hon- 
or of a position in the line of march 
as admirers and fellow citizens of the 
hero of Manila, Admiral Dewey." 

A despatch was received from Toronto 
last night, saying that the Scottish High- 
landers would not participate in the 
Dewey parade. 

New York, Sept. 25. — The executive 
committee of the United Irish American 
Societies of New York city met last 
night. P. J. McNulty, of the Cavan 
Young Men's Association, was elected 
temporary chairman. The principal ques- 
tion before the committee was the threat- 
ened war between Great Britain and 
the Republic of Transvaal. Col. Gilling- 
ham, who has just organized a regiment 
of Irishmen resident in the Transvaal to 
fight with the Boers, was warmly com- 
mended. A committee was named to 
confer with the Holland Society for the 
arrangement of a public demonstration 
in the near future to denounce Eng- 
land.

London, Sept. 25.— The •officials of the 
foreign office this evening gave out the: 
text of the letter of the secretary of st.-tte 
for the colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, to the' British high commissioner in 
South Africa, Sir Alfred Milner, dated 
September ^2. The British reply express- 
ed regret that Her Majesty's latest offer 
hud been refused, and says: "Tho one 
object Her Majesty's government luul in 
view in tiie recent negotiations has been 
stated in a manner which cannot acinic 
of misapprehensions, viz., to obtain such, 
substantias and immediate representa- 
tion for the Outljtnders as will enable; 
them to secure for themselves more fair 
and just treatment, which was formally 
promised thein in 1881, and which Her 
Majesty intended to secure for tbenu 
when she granted the privilege of self- 
government to the Transvaal. 

"No conditions- less comprehensive than, 
those contained in the telegram of Sep- 
tember '.i caji be relied on to effect this 
object. The refusal of the South Af- 
rican government to entertain the offer 
thus made, coming as it does after four 
months of prolonged negotiations, them- 
selves the climax of five years of extend; 
ed agitation, makes it useless to pursue 
the discussions on the lines hitherto fol- 
lowed, and the Imperial government is 
now compelled to consider the situation 
afresh, and to formulate new proposals 
for settlement of the issues which have 
been created in South Africa by the pol- 
icy constantly, followed for many years 
by the government of Sonth Africa. They 
will communicate the results of their 
deliberations in a later despatch." 

In a later communication', dated Sep- 
tember 22, the Imperial government 
takes tq) the charge of breach of faith 
insinuated by Secretary of State Reitz 
on September 10, ''which, " it is pointed 
out, "we cannot puss over in silence." 
Mr. Chamberlain then says: 

"The proposals made by the South Af- 
rican Republic in its letters of August. 
10 and August 20 were not induced by 
suggestions given by the British agent 
to the State Attorney, ns claimed, but 
on the contrary, the State Attorney 
sounded the British Agent, both in writ- 
ing and in conversation, as to the con- 
ditions on which the Imperial govern- 
ment would waive the invitation to ad- 
journ the inquiry, and the' result ot these 
communications was the proposals made 
by the South African government in 
these letters. It is impossible that the 
Sonth African government could have 
had any doubt as to the Imperial govern- 
ment's answer to the conditions named, 
and my reply was actually the same as 
the British Agent bad foreshadowed to 
the State Attorney, and which, there- 
fore, they must have anticipated in milk- 
ing the proposals." 

The Imperial government also denies 
that its telegram of September 8 substi- 
tuted an entirely new proposal for the 
invitation to the joint commission of in- 
quiry. The Imperial government then re- 
quotes the despatch from Sotllll, Africa, 
of August 10. containing an alternative 
proposal identical with that which the 
Imperial government is said to have sub- 
stituted, and tiie communication, then pro- 
ceeds as follows:

And Slides. 



India Reports Great Loss of 
Life and Damages to 
Property. 



Rain the Cause of Disasier 
Many Drowned In Swol- 
len River. 



Uaieutta, Sept. 25. — Earthquakes, 
floods and terrible landslides occurred at 
mid near Dnrjeeling, in the Lower Him- 
alayas, last night. Greut damage was 
done, and no fewer than .sixty natives 
perished. 

There was a rainfall of 28 inches in 
:'.S hours. Three bad landslides occurred 
between Dnrjeeling and Sonadn, involv- 
ing the transhipment uf a railway train 
mil nf pnssengers. Accordlug to the lat- 
,•-1 reports, nine European children and 
twenty natives were lost between these 
1 wo pointe. 

The whole Calcutta road is Ihocked, 
jind the L'aglajhern line has been serioui- 
lv damaged. About n thousand acres ol 
ten have been destroyed. A. I Uurchil 
some three thousand feel of water supply 
pipes have been ruined. The electric 
plants suffered seriously, and the town is 
in darkness. There is great fear of fur- 
ther rain. 

A despatch from Jalpaigury, on the 
river Teest, 40 miles southeast of Dar- 
jeeliug, said that a boat, crossing Toest 
with three Europeans and six natives 
was swamped by the high waves. Th- 
fate of the occupants is unknown.

Philadelphia, Sept. 25.— Prince Ranjlt- 
sinhji. the famous Indian cricketer, and 
his eleven began their first match ill 
this country to-day on the grounds of 
the Belmont Cricket Club at Elmwootft.

Mr. Clark explained Unit tin- first 
ounce of liquid air cost $3,000 to pro- 
duce, hut that subsequent gallons could 
he made lor five cents per gallon. It 
may lie said. Iioweve", that il has not 
yet come down to thai price, for only 
the oilier day Mr. Triplet' got S25 for 
three gallons from 11 lecturer who wished 
to give a scientific entertainment. 

Mr. Clark's experiments here iverc 
all on the material plane. The story 
is told in the pictures which iiccoinpany 
this sketch. Cue of the most striking 
was the placing of a kettle of water 
on a block of ice. when it immediately 
began to boil, while the outside of the 
kettle was at the same time covered 
with ice. I may explain that the 
cuts here reproduced from photographs 
make not attempt nt the nrtictis in pic- 
ture making, as the conditions were 
against getting more than a record, and 
a somewhat imperfect "ire at that.

Another of the photos shows Mr. 
Clark lecturing to the grand stand on 
the expansive properties -if liquid air.

flie demonstration. Another view stows 
his assistant pouring the liquid air 111M 
the tube, to which was attached n v his- 
tle, which blew U-i il expanded, as does 
;i hlenni whistle.

From 
this data, iu connection with the use of 
liquid air, great probabilities may be 
built up. Another fact to induce thought 
and speculation. Human beings can ex- 
ist in lieat up to 150 in tin shade; a dog 
has been made better by coillinement for 
a time iii atmosphere 100 degrees below 
zero. Why may not science, when one 
of its professors states tltal absolute 
zero is llil, discover a point of combus- 
tion in cold as Well as in heat'.' Then we 
could be able to say liol "set lire to it." 
inn "set cold to it." Verily, in view of 
this question, the modern inirnelcts are 
not all accomplished yet. 

Liquid air. I may add in conclusion, 
locks like frozen glass, il' one can im- 
agine that. It has a more solid appear- 
ance than thick water.

quitted Natal rather than submit to 
British authority there, and had located 
■iu the Transvaal, where they set up an 
independent government, which was ac- 
knowledged by the British in 1S52. In 
1S77 the British took possession or the 
Transvaal, but in 1880 the Boers re- 
belled. Mr. Gladstone was at that time 
in opposition and he espoused their 
cause, so that when he came into power 
later on he found himself logically com- 
pelled to recognize the right of the insur- 
gents, and the result was a treaty •ot 
peace signed in 1-SSl after the small Brit- 
ish force had been defeated in throe so- 
called battles, which were little more 
than skirmishes. By the treat}- of 1881 
local self-government was accorded to 
the Transvaal, but a British resident 
with functions analogous to those of a 
twnsul-geneeal was appointed. Three 
years later another convention was 
signed, by which the British suzerainty 
was liuritxnl to the control of Uhe foreign 
affair* of the republic, the resident being 
replaced by a diplomatic agent. 

The franchise in the Transvaal. is a pe- 
culiar soil of arrangement. The parlia- 
ment consists of two chambers, both 
elective, and the concurrence of both is 
necessary to make a bill law . The presi- 
dent am! first chamber is elected by 
what are called "first-class burghers," 
who are the white residents of the 
Transvaal, resident there before 1S7<>, or 
who took part either in the war of inde- 
pendence in 1SS1 or the Malaboch war 
in 1804, and the.ir children. Second-ela 
burghers may vote for the members of 
the second chamber only. Naturalization 
is permitted after two years' residem 
A naturalized alien may .become a first- 
• class burgher, that is, onay enjoy the 
full rights of citizenship, 'by special reso- 
lution of the first chamber, twelve years 
after he has become naturalized, that is 
after fourteen years' residence. The sons 
of aliens born in the republic have no 
rights of citizenship whatever, but may 
be naturalized at the age .of eighteen 
years. At the age of 40 !the.y become 
eligible for the position of tirst-class 
burghers. In view of the .fact that there 
are 180,000 aliens in the Transvaal, and 
only 70,000 Boers, the absurdity of such 
an arrangement seems abundantly clear. 
Not only are the Uitlanders in so great 
a majority, but they possess the wealth 
of the country and pay nearly till the tax- 
es. It is not in human nature to submit 
to such an imposition, and there is no 
cause for wonder that the Uitlanders 
have declared that they must have re- 
dress. The existing arrangements are 
distinctly in violation of the agreement 
made in 1884, when the franchise was 
granted after live years' residence. 

A MORAL QUESTION. 

The Columbian is the first paper print- 
ed outside of Vancouver to refer to the 
complaints of the press of that city con- 
cerning the lax morals of a large portion 
of the community. It is alleged that 
gambling has become a grave social evil, 
and that other vices run rampant to such 
an extent that fears are entertained of 
the future of tint young people. The 
World says that boys are growing up to 
he thieves ami that young girls are "in- 
dulging in practices that must lead to 
their moral, mental and physical ruin." 
Our contemporary says that these evils 
tire not confined to persons in tin' lower 
grades of society, but that children of 
well-to-do parents are allowed a free- 
dom which can only result in sorrow.

'Hie Transvaal government has been 
informed that Great Britain thinks the 
time has come to declare the negotia- 
tions, wUu> have been dragging along 
for months' and years, to have reached 
an end, and that Her Majesty's govern- 
ment will now proceed to prepare and 
forward for its consideration a new set 
of terms which will be insisted upon. 
This is the most serious phase which tin; 
dispute has as yet assumed, and if it 
does not precipitate hostilities nothing 
short of an attack by the British forces 
will do so. 

In view of the very great likelihood of 
war, it is interesting to note a few of the 
salient facts in South African history. 
The Cape of Good Hope was discovered 
by Bartholomew Diaz in 1480, but re- 
mained unoccupied by any European 
power until 1020, when two officers of 
tile Eiist India Company set up the Eng- 
lish Hag there and took possession in the 
name of King .lames, but no settlement 
was formed. In 1050 the Dutch gov- 
ernment sent out n colony, and no ques- 
tion was raised as to the right of the 
crown of Holland to the territory, but 
in .17!).") a British squadron seized upon 
the settlement, and it was retained until 
1802, when it was given back to the 
Dutch. Four years Inter the British re- 
took It and remained in possession, the 
Dutch title being extinguished by the 
treaty of ISM. The Boers did not take 
kindly to their new rulers, and probably 
the British authorities did not at all 
times display the best judgment in deal- 
ing with them, and the result was that 
in 1.SI15 occurred what ii3 called " the 
Groat. Trek," when a large number of 
them quitted Cape Colony for Natal and 
what is now known as the Orange Free 
State. Thi' British government claimed 
sovereignty over tho latter until 1854, 
when the inhabitants asserted their in- 
dependence, and no objection was raised 
to their [enjoyment of it. Previous to I 
this a large number of the Boors had ' the earth. 



conditions exist, as the World i 
called upon to speak so plainly. We 
hope tilings are not as bad as our con- 
temporary thinks, but if they are. it has 
performed an unpleasant but not the less 
honorable duty in exposing the unwhole- 
some condition to the light of day. The 
people of Vancouver are intelligent and 
quick to do their duty when they sec 
it. and the World has pointed out the 
path of duty very clearly. The appeals 
addressed to the people of that city 
may well be heeded by those of other 
Western cities. As a rule, too little sup- 
ervision is exercised over children at i 
time when their characters are receiving 
the bent which they will carry through 
life. The remedy is not. as many people 
seem to think, to be sought through leg- 
islation. Curfew laws are a poor sub- 
stitute for parental guidance. The 
whole fault rests with parents, with men 
who ignore their duties as fathers, with 
women who shirk their responsibility as 
mothers. Then, is no human power 
greater than the force of a good ex- 
i in pie, and there are hundreds of men 
in the West, who would be shocked at 
the suggestion that their sons and daugh- 
ters were drifting to a vicious and im- 
moral life, who themselves by the force 
of their example and practices lead other 
men's sons and daughters into just such 
paths. 

It is time an appeal was made to the 
men of the West in this connection. They 
are men of courage, enterprise and gen- 
erosity. They should become more chiv- 
ulrous to the young. There is not. a Ulan 

of them who would not rather die than 
permit a foreign foe to violate the honor 
and purity of the sons and daughters of 
the community, but they fail to defend 
them against equally dangerous enemies 
nearer home, and in too many cases 
themselves throw down the ramparts 
which ought to protect the young. The 
responsibility of a man does not end 
with his own household. Other men's 
sons and daughters ought to have his 
chivalrous protection, This is the spirit 
which ought to be developed, not oul <• ; n 
Vancouver, but in Victoria, New . West- 
minster and every other city in lM j s ,, n ,..| 
and promising West, whose, future will 
be sadly marred if the ' novs ,,„,( ^ 
grow up regardless of '/-hose laws of Cod 
and man, which base made the Irtish

THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 

The Alaskan boundary has been pro- 
ductive of a. 'vast variety of opinions, 
some of tfeem worth speaking of, and 
some quite the reverse. The latest con- 
tributor :fc> tin? literature of this sub- 
ject is Mc. Horace Townsend, who has 
si paper In tin.' last Fortnightly Review, 
Mr. Townsend's qualification for the in- 
telligent treatment or the subject is stat- 
ed by Siimsetf to be a residence for some 
time in America, which we judge from 
the contest means the United States. Mr. 
Townsend does not appear to have lived 
iu America long enough to get an ac- 
curate idea of the fundamental geograph- 
ical facts of the case, for he speaks of 
Cassiar as located in the southern part 
•t.f British Columbia, and whoa he men- 
tions the gold mines there conveys the 
impression that they were administered 
by the United States government, with- 
out protost from British Columbia. Such 
glaring absurdities as these do not pre- 
possess a Canadian towards the further 
treatment of the subject by Mr. Towns- 
end. 

lie makes a purely United States con- 
tribution to the vexed .Question whon he 
says that it ought to be discussed in 
the light of conditions as they exist now, 
not according to those of thirty years 
ago. On this principle, a thief might 
plead that he stole the goods yesterday, 
and consequently that it woald.be absurd 
tu claim that they belonged to the per- 
son from whom they were taken. Mr. 
Townsend thinks it would be a galling 
thing to United States pride and national 
dignity to he asked to give up Skagway 
now, even if they do not own it. lie 
does not seem to have realized that the 
same principle would justify a claim by 
the United States residents at Dawson 
to have that portion of the Northwest 
Territory decided to he a part of the 
United States. When United States min- 
ers first went Jo Forty Mile and other 
points above Dawson, they were under 
the impression that they were in United 
States territory. When they came buck 
they spoke of the mines of Alaska in 
which they had Ibeeil working. One of 
them lectured on the subject in many 
parts of the United States, and he spoke 
throughout about these mines as being 
in Alaska. Subsequently, the 141st mer- 
idian was run, and they were found to 
he in Canada; hut, according to Mr. 
Townsend's doctrine, the miners would 
have been justified in insisting upon 
Forty Mile being regarded as in Alaska. 
Such absurdities as this are the result 
of an attempt to discuss this question by 
a person who is unfamiliar with the true 
history of the Northern country, ami 
takes his information second-hand from 
prejudiced writers. 

Mr. Townsend thinks that the only 
truc solution of the difficulty will be 
found in the ''internationalization of the 
Yukon it White Pass Railway," what- 
ever this may mean, and a substantial 
cash payment to Canada. Like most 
people who look at the case from the 
United States standpoint, lie fails to 
take cognizance of the extremely import- 
ant fact that it is just as much to tho 
interest of the United .States to be allow- 
ed to have free transportation through 
the conceded Canadian possession in the 
Northwest as it is to Canada to have the 
right, of free transportation across tho 
narrow strip of territory in dispute at the 
head of Lynn canal.

Mr. W. R. Jackson, of the Savoy the- 
atre in this city and Vancouver, has 
telegraphed Captain Dreyfus, offering 
him £200 a day for a lecturing tour of 
Europe and America.

Mr. Editor, you and your 
renders will observe his name was not 
used, hut only that of his avocation, 
which every Britisher is privileged under I 
the International law to do. for the po-l 
sition of consul for every country is pot 
fur name, fame, corded gold costumes, 
patois, blazing streamers, or old tin 
swords, for the sole and absolute purpose 
of interchanging the trade and commerce 
between countries, hence in my cable I 
apprised the Captain of the fact, that 
there was a French consul here, from 
whom be could readily ascertain my bona 
tide, and the commercial and monetary 
standing of the bondsmen and myself, 
and that the papers to carry the premises 
into effect could be executed before a 
certified French consul. I am sorry the 
.Karon should have taken the stand he 
has.

An);. Heinze's career as replete with 
dramatic incidents that some day will 
furnish material for a new Racine, In 
Jsih'J Butte wtis partitioned, ko to speak, 
between the Boston companies, the Duly 
and Clark concerns, and the Colorado 
iuul the Parrot company. The Parrot 
was the senior copper company, but the 
Anaconda company had long wince o-ut- 
distan-eed all others, and the Boston & 
Montana was also forging to a pre-emi- 
nent place. 

When Heinze arrived ill Butte in tin- 
fall of ."lSStl, no human being dreamed 
that Butte afforded an opportunity to 
achieve enormous wealth and a com- 
manding position not only in Montana 
but in the commercial world. it was 
thought that all the Bonanza mini's 
were in the hands of the big companies, 
and that the claims' still owned by the 
old-timers wen- of little value, and those 
which might prove valuable were des- 
tined for those who were already in the 
field. Heinze was a youth of 20, but n 
youth equipped with all the learning of 
the schools. 1 lo was an engineer, a 
metallurgist and a writer of promise and 
an excellent musician. To Bohemian 
tastes he joined marvellous business in- 
stincts and a genius for affairs that has 
but few parallels. Those who met him 
then little dreamed that this handsome 
youth of -0 ambilioued to become the 
rival of Montana's copper kings, either 
in politico or in business. He seemed 
to tulce life easy, to tread the primrose 
path of pleasure, and to care little about 
Montana politics or the tierce rivalry 
that existed between Clark and Daly. 
The Itostou & Montana Company em- 
ployed him to do some engineering, and 
lie did his work carefully and well- 
Willie engaged in that work a chance 
was given hhu to form a pretty clear 
conception of the copper deposits of 
Butte, and of the value of the properties 
owned by the 'big companies. He also 
had the opportunity to gauge the intri- 
cacy and entanglements of ownership 
<llte to old loose locations, and to the 
wide difference between the size Of 
claims. Some were claims acquired 
under the Iuwb of 1S(!2, and others were 
re-locations of old claims, and located 
when the law of the standard claim of 
to-day— 1,500x600 feet— took effect. 

Heinze soon discovered that there was 
ample room for hian in Butte, that there 
were great mines there not yet appro- 
priated, and that both in mining and 
in metallurgy he could effect big im- 
provements. He stayed a year, and in 
that year he gauged the situation with 
such perfect .accuracy, and took so com- 
pletely the measures of men and things, 
that he knew more about the true situa- 
tion of Butte and Montana at 21 than 
almost any man who had lived In Butte 
since its foundation. lie went back to 
New York to organize a company to 
operate in Butte copper mines. That 
company was the Montana Ore Pur- 
chasing 'Company, n company which the 
genius of Heinze lias made enormously 
rich and a company which has enabled 
him lo become one of the famous men 
of the West. It took him nearly a year 
to form that company, but he spent that 
year on the editorial staff of the Engi- 
neering and Mining Journal of New 
York. His duties on that most excellent 
and reliable of all mining journals com- 
pelled him to very intimate study of the 
mineral resources and the metal markets 
of tile world; and here again late was 
shaping Heinise for the career which he 
bad resolved to carve out for himself. 

In 1892 lie returned to Montana and 
immediately began the erection of 
smelter. The old folks who had be 
in the mining anil smelter business 
their lives laughed at Heinze, ami 
prophesied that the fool and his money 
would soon he parted.

This is a 
most excellent object, because it efficient- 
ly secures the whole of Uie circulation 
of all the Canadian banks— it manifest 
advantage to the community generally 
in a country where paper money is Die 
ordinary medium of circulation. The con- 
tribution required from each bunk is a 
sum equal to 5 per cent, of its average 
note circulation. The fund is under the 
control of the minister of finance, and 
bears interest at the rate of 3 per cent, 
per annum, and it is further provided 
then issued by such bank, with interest 
that the payment of the notes issued and 
in circulation shall constitute a first 
charge upon the assets of a hank in case 
of its insolvency. Now it appears to me 
that this is a reasonable proviso and one 
that should make flu? position of all the 
contributory banks perfectly secure, for 
it must he a very bad else indeed where 
tile total assets of a bank on realization 
fail to produce a sum sufficient to redeem 
its notes in circulation, seeing that it is 
provided by section 51 of the act that 
the total amount of such notes in circu- 
lation at any time shall not exceed the 
amount of the "unimpaired paid-up capi- 
tal of the bank;" but herein lies the dan- 
ger, for it has been ascertained by inde- 
pendent investigation that in the ease of 
one of the banks which have recently 
suspended, this section of the act has not 
been complied with. The bank lias is- 
sued notes in excess of its nominal capi- 
tal, although it was evident at tiie time 
and for some time previously, that the 
capital was not "unimpaired," and con- 
sequently the sum to hi' redeemed as a 
firsf charge upon the assets of the bank 
when realized, is considerably larger than 
was contemplated by the friuners of the 
Act. I do nut express any opinion res- 
pecting the realization of tile assets, and 
I trust that they may prove sufficiently 
valuable to meet this first charge upon 
t hem. in which case the fund will not 
ultimately be called upon to bear any 
loss; hut. should flic assets of the bank 
referred to to realize less than the sum 
required to redeem the notes in circu- 
lation, then the loss will fall upon the 
fund — that is, upon the banks- generally. 
Such a situation appears to call for some 
stricter safeguards against mismanage- 
ment and inaccuracy in the returns made 
to the government. It is true that the 
act provides for heavy penalties for ex- 
cess of circulation; but. inasmuch as it is 
further provided that the amount of any 
penalties for which the bank is liable 
shall not form a charge upon the assets 
of such bank in case of its insolvency 
until all other liabilities are paid, they 
really are of no value whatever as a 
deterrent. The situation thus created 
therefore, one that appears to call 
r careful consideration by Ihe govern- 
ment of Canada, and I am glad to learn 
that a representative of the government 
lias already been in communication with 
members of the Hankers' Association 
with the object of thoroughly Inquiring 
into the matter, and listening to any sug- 
gestions which may be put forward by 
the association. The result of such con- 
ferences can hardly fail to have a good 
result. Agnin, moving west ward, Ihe 
next point of special interest is the har- 
vest in the Northwest. A bountiful har- 
vest in this region, if garnered in good 
condition, means prosperity to Canada, 
for although we watch with interest the 
steady growth of ' subsidiary industries, 
the harvest in Manitoba must, for a long 
time to come, lie the mainspring of Can- 
ada's trade. I see from a return pre- 
pared by the government of Manitoba, 
that the estimated yield of wheat is 33.- 
000.000 bushels, and of oats 23,000,000 
bushels, and unofficial estimates prepared 
at a later date have even placed the 
wheal crop as high as 10,000,000 bushels. 
'I'bi weather has been favorable for the 
harvest, -and the crop which may by this 
time be regarded as secure, has been got 
in without danger by early frost, which 
constitutes the most serious danger from 
year to year. At the same time it has 
been stated that, encouraged by these 
excellent returns immigrnSion into the 
province both from the Old Country and 
from the United States has been upon a 
larger scale than for many years past. 
Tin- result of this bountiful harvest in 
stimulating trade both wholesale and re- 
tail throughout the entire country cannot 
be overestimated. I must next 'speak of 
an industry of a very different character 
that is, flic development of the mineral 
ealth of Hritish Columbia, and of Ross- 
lam] as its principal centre. The product 
of the rtosslund mines during 1S98 
amounted to llfl.OOO tons or ore valued 
at $2,800,000, as compared with 08,000 
tons in 1897, from which $2,10(1.000 was 
obtained; thus showing an increase of 
$700,000. I!.'! per cent, in the year, As in 
every other field, lb re are good and bad 
mines in the Kootenny; but it W interest- 
ing lo notice that whe-ias in the firs: 
instance our friends from across the bor- 
der line were tile pioneers of this district, 
the Canadians themselves have recently 
been actively engaged and have invested 
considerable sums in the purchase and de- 
velopment of promising properties, while 
I need not inform you that there has also 
been a large expenditure of capita! 
drawn from this country. The result 
has been a Rrenl growth in the populii- 
lion of Rosslnad, and us the city has in- 
creased, so has the business increased 
likewise. '1'bis is not. however, ill the 
present time entirely lo our own advant- 
age, for. whereas in early days we had 
only one other bank as a competitor in 
Rossland, there are now no less than live 
and business naturally becomes stibd'vlil- 
ed; hut if tin complete development of 
the mines proves successful, and in 



few years that there may well be enough 
for us all. It is, however, not to be for- 
gotten that the prosperity of Kossland 
and the surrounding country depends en 
tirely upon the mining industry. As yon 
are aware, we have five branches estab- 
lished in the mining districts of Hritish 
Columbia. We hope that they may all 
become profitable and permanent, but it 
is vet too early to express a decided opin- 
ion on each of these branches. We shall 
given them all a fair trial, and in the 
event of disappointment we shall not 
hostility to withdraw before any serious 
expenditure has been incurred, as we 
have already thought it prudent to do in 
the Slocan. 1'assing on to the Pacific 
Coast, we find Vancouver and Victoria 
enjoying considerable activity In all de- 
partments of business, chiefly through 
the demand for supplies for the Klondike. 
Business has been prosperous in these 
places, and this increased activity ap- 
appears likely to continue, so long as the 
gold fields of" the North attract both capi- 
tal and labor, Finally. 1 must refer to 
tlie branches which have recently esta- 
lished in lose northern gold fields. You 
will have noticed from the report that 
since our last meeting we have opened 
branches at Atlin and Bennett; the for- 
mer place is the centre of a gold field 
which a year ago excited no little enthus- 
iasm. I think it is doubtful whether the 
fair promises of early days has been 
maintained; but ill the same time we 
have felt that the possibilities of this 
country are great, and although there 
may have been a certain measure of dis- 
appointment in the results thus far ob- 
tained, we have felt, from the evidence 
which has come before us, that there was 
reasonable ground for opening a branch 
there. The principal difficulty seems to 
have been nol SO nun h a failure in the 
discovery of the gold as legal questions 
respecting the title to claims, which have 
prevented regular operations over a large 
part of the country where gold is known 
to exist. These questions are now being 
dealt with by a judge who has been sent 
up by the government, and by his 
prompt and energetic action it already 
appears that the situation is consider- 
ably cleared. 1 am still unable to say 
that we feel confident of this branch 
proving profitable; bill, at any rale, we 
think the prospects are sufficiently fav- 
orable to justify us in giving the open- 
ing a fair trial. Bennett is a place where 
a considerable business is being transact- 
ed. It is a sort of half way house to 
Dawson City, and has developed into 
quite a business town. Should the rail- 
way he ultima tidy carried right through 
to Dawson, its importance may conse- 
quently be diminished, and we have not 
been unmindful of this point in opening 
our branch there; but, nevertheless, the 
position has seemed to us to be worth n 
trial. Passing through Bennett we come 
to our most distant point in Dawson City. 
I need not tell you that your directors 
have experienced a time of considerable 
anxiety respecting our brunch there since 
we last met you, owing to the great con- 
flagration which recently took place in 
that city by which our premises were en- 
tirely destroyed. It was some days lie- 
fore we received any information of a 
reliable character; and we waited in sus- 
pense for details of the disaster. We had 
taken every possible precaution to pro- 
tect ourselves against loss by lire, but 
unfortunately Ihe steel vault upon which 
we relied did not come up to our ex- 
pectations, and failed lo stand the test 
of the fierce ileal of the conflagration— 
the result being that several documents 
and books were destroyed which I am 
afraid must he the cause of considerable 
inconvenience to our customers, although 
not of ultimate loss. Our manager has 
estimated the loss to the bank as not 
exceeding .$"(.001), but I am not even yet 
in a position to confirm those figures, 
ami I shall not be surprised if we find 
that they are exc led. Let me, how- 
ever, remind you that when we first op- 
ened this branch we set aside a sum of 
money to meet the original expenses of 
Ihe branch, because we felt thai such an 
exceptional step as we were then tak- 
ing should be specially provided for. 
That sum was never required after all, 
and consequently it still remains to the 
credit of a special fund; and I have no 
doubt that our total loss, when finally 
ascertained, will not exceed that sum. 
In the earlier part of those remarks, 
whe n speaking of the accounts, I refer- 
red to the appropriation made in reduc- 
tion of the premises account, saying 
that I should return to Ihe subject again 
later on. You will see that the expenses 
of rebuilding in Dawson City, and of se- 
curing suitnlle premises both in Atlin 
and Hen net t, must be heavy. We feel 
that we cannot rely upon steel vaults or 
any substitute for solid masonry as a 
protection against these disastrous con- 
flagrations. There are no bricks In the 
country, which consequently have to be 
imported at tin enormous cost, of which 
you will be able to form a more clear 
opinion when I tell yon that the freight 
on bricks to Atlin was recently quoted 
at $100 per ton. We have, therefore, 
thought it prudent to make this provis- 
ion, seeing that even nl such a cost as 
this it is fur cheaper to build a substan- 
tial vault, proof against any lire or at- 
tack, than lo run the risk which, without 
such protection, might at any time prove 
very serious. You may perhaps be in- 
clined to think, on bearing these remarks, 
thai in the face of such d'lllcnltles it was 
perhaps hardly prudent to venture into 
so remote a count ry : chut you mils! re- 
member that there is another side to the

TWO MERCHANTMEN ARRIVE. 

Langdale and Isabella Reached Port 
Early on Sunday. 

Two of the fleet of inbound merchant 
ships reported in the Straits on Sat- 
urday completed their voyages before 
Sunday hail passed, these being the 
Lungdule. with 3000 Ions of general 
merchandise and naval stores.. 175 days 
from London, for R. P. Ritliet & Com- 
pany, Ltd.. and the British ship Isabella, 
McKinley master, Bit! days from Cardiff. 
Wales, with 2225 tons of ooal for the 
navy. Both will commence discharging 
their naval consignments at Esquimn.lt 
to-day, the Langdale shifting to the Vic- 
toria outer wharf on Friday or Saturday 
for Stevedore McDermott to complete 
her emptying. Captain Hunter, of the 
Langdale, blames light winds in the At- 
lantic chiefly for bis long voynge— a cause 
which cannot be held responsible for the 
Drumlanrig's failure to arrive.. She left 
Montevideo three months ago, a passage 
usually made in half this time.

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

From the Vancouver World. 

There is no change in the political situ- 
ation at Victoria from what it was and 
has been for some weeks past. As the 
business of the country has to go on,. His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor is quiet- 
ly allowing matters to drift, well knowing 
that the end to existing conditions is Hot 
far remote. The only matter for passing 
comment is the fact that Finance Minis- 
ter Cotton, realizing that his chief. Flora. 
Charles Semlin, is- as weak as putty hv. 
his hands, and as vacillating as the wind 
itself, is plotting against the Premier 
with the view of ousting that gentleman, 
in the hope that he will be called upon 
to assume the duties of being the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor's constitutional adviser! 
That Mr. Cotton is the Mikado of the 
Semlin government will not lie question- 
ed by those who are keeping a vigilant 
eye upon him — and it will not dp, nor 
will it be in the best, interest of the coun- 
try, to relax their efforts in Iflis respect. 
From Ottawa to Victoria — and we might 
say from Montreal to Vancouver — Mr. 
Cotton is playing what he believes to be 
a very sly but winning game for the 
premiership. Nor does he care one iota 
who he will sacriliee in order to attain 
the height of his ambition.

Particularly 
should this regulation be enforced in the 
case of private hospitals in which pati- 
ents suffering, from contagious diseases 
are l rented.
